THE SOLDIER BIRD 

Chief Sky,- a Chippewa Indian, who 
once lived near Lake Superior in New York, 
found an eagle’s neat one July day in 1861 

To make sure of his prize he cut the 
tree down and caught two eaglets as they 
slid from the nest to run for shelter in 
the grass. One died. He carried the 
other one home and built a nest for it in 
a tree near his wigwam. The eaglet was 
as large as a hen and covered with fine 
soft down. It grew very fast and became 
a saucy fellow. 

One day, Chief Sky, watching his 
belligerent friend, decided the eagle 
should go to war. The Indian was a poor 
man, so he sold the noble bird to a white 
man; his price a bushel of corn. The 
new owner took the bird to Eau Clair, 
Wisconsin, a small village, where enlisted 
soldiers were preparing to go to war - 
The Civil War. 

"Here’s a recruit," called the man 
as he arrived at the camp. 

"An eagle! An eagle’." shouted the men 
"Let him enlist!" 

Sure enough, the eagle was "sworn in" 
and was decorated with red, white and 
blue ribbons around his neck. 

Roosting on a perch, topped by the 
Stars and Stripes, the eagle was taken 
by his Company to Madison, Wisconsin, the 
capital of the state. As the men marched 
into Camp Randall with colors flying, 
drums beating, and the people cheering, 
the eagle seized the flag in his beak and 
spread bis wings, his bright eyes kindling 
with the spirit of the scene. Shouts rent 
the air: "The Bird of Columbia!" "The 
Eagle of Freedom forever’." 

A new perch was made for the bird and 
the boys named him "Old Abe". The Eighth 
Wisconsin Regiment of which Company C or 
the Eau Claire Badgers, as it was called, 
was a part, was thereafter known as "The 
Eagle Regiment." 

While on the march Old Abe was 
carried at the head of his Company and 
everywhere was greeted with delight. At 
St. Louis a man offered $500 for him, and 
another one his farm, but the soldiers 
had no notion of parting with their bird. 
.He was above price, an emblem of battle 
and victory, and was out-ranked only by 
the regimental flag, 

’■During the three years that followed, 
or until the end of the war, Old Abe 
seemed almost to take precedence over the 
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itself. With all honor to their flag the 
Regiment soon came to look upon old Abe as 
a more perfect representatives of every¬ 
thing for which they fought, ana in a sense, 
the royal bird became their leader. 

"Rally 'round the Eagle, boys'." was 
the Regiment's battle cry. 

Where ever Company C went it was 
certain to be cheered and welcomed with 
a peculiar enthusiasm. When the Company 
marched into Camp Randall where the 
Seventh and part of the Signoh Wisconsin 
Regiments were already assembled, the men 
and their eagle were received with out¬ 
bursts of cheers. Men, running to the 
entrance of the Camp, defiled right and 
left while Company 0, Old Abe in the lead, 
passed in as the musicians played "Yankee 
Doodle." The eagle spread his wings and 
flapped them during the march to the 
Colonel's quarters. During his entire 
time in the service Old Abe was similarly 
affected by cheering for his own regiment, 
but quite indifferent when cheers greeted 
other troops in his vicinity. The men 
considered their eagle to be a bird of 
good omen. At Madison, Old Abe was honored 
by thousands of visitors of high and low 
degree, 

During the war he was in twenty bat¬ 
tles and thirty skirmishes. He was at the 
siege of Vicksburg, at the storming of 
Corinth, and marched with General Sherman 
up the Red River. The whiz of bullets and 
the scream of shells were his delight. 

As battles grew hot and hotter the eagle 
flapped his wings and mingled his wildest 
screams with the thundering din around him. 

Old Abe was fond of music, expecially 
"Yankee Doodle" and "John Brown". When 
on parade he never failed to come to 
attention, and with eyes on his Commander 
he listened and obeyed orders, noting them 
accurately. At "Parade Rest" he doffed his 
soldierly airs, flapped his wings, and re¬ 
laxed in imitation of his soldier friends 
who were "at ease." 

The enemy called him hard names, 
"Yankee Buzzard", "Old Owl" and others, 
but Old Abe's eagle nature was above notic¬ 
ing such things. A General Rice, of the 
Confederate Army, gave orders to his men 
to be sure and capture the eagle of the 
Eighth Wisconsin Regiment, saying he "would 
rather have him than a dozen battle flags." 
Old Abe, however, came safely through all 
th.e battles, and lost but one feather from 
his right wing in the doing. When the war 
was over the brave Wisconsin Eighth with 


their live eagle aftd toffl and riddled flag 
were welcomed back to Mauisort; • They had 
left a thousand strong but returned a 
small band, scarred and toil-worn, but 
victorious. 

And what about the Soldier Bird? 

In the name of the gallant veterans. 

Captain Volf presented Old Abe to the 
State, with Wisconsin's Governor Lewis 
accepting the illustrious gift. Ample 
quarters were provided for him in the 
beautiful Statehouse grounds. Tributes 
were not at an end for the famed eagle for 
at the World’s Fair in Chicago an enter¬ 
prising official invited Abe to attend. 
Colored photographs of the old hero were 
made and sold for a total of |l6,700.00 
which was used for the benefit of poor 
and sick soldiers. Has not the American 
Eagle done his part? May not the vener¬ 
able veteran rest upon his honors? Nol 
These honors dia not stop, even after 
Chicago, for through the years from 1861 
to 1952 the little eaglet, taken from its 
nest by Chief Sky, became the great 
American emblem. He now takes his place, 
not on a staff, but on American currency, 
which in turn carries him to every corner 
of this earth, even behind the Iron 
Curtain, where our eagle is honored far 
above the Russian ruble.

Our law of September 26, 1890 prohibits a 
change of design of U.S. coins oftener than 
once every 25 years. Therefore, the I.incdh 
Cent is the only IJ.S. coin eligible, unless 
Uncle Sam decides to mint again the silver 
dollar or the gold coins.

A guy who knew the ropes of the 
Chinese gambling game, as it was called, 
would make a friendly bet with you that he 
could tell you whether the last digit in 
the serial number of a $1 bill was odd or 
even..even though you held your hand over 
the numbers. So you's think you had a 
50-50 chance and bet him, just for the 
drinks or maybe for the buck. 

Bingo—he'd call it'. And, as often 
as he wanted to, while he inched the stakes 
jp notch by notch, he'd hit it right on the 
nose. 

A guy could make a fair living that 
way. And the gimmick was simplicity itself 


It seems the tiny check number, A 
through Z, in the upper lefthand corner 
was the giveaway. If it was A, the last 
digit in the serial number was sure to be 
odd; if B, even, and so on alternately 
through the alphabet. 

This was because of the way the 
Treasury printed the bills: two on a 
plate, side by side. The two in the A 
row bore serials ending in odd numbers; 
in the B rox^j below, even numbers, and so 
on.

Treasury 
officials recently decided it would be 
cheaper to print the bills three to a 
plate, each row bearing consecutive in¬ 
stead of alternate numbers.

To a guy who likes to ride with the 
odds—and who doesn't?—this still leaves 
the way open to clip suckers in the long 
run.

In regard to National Coin Week - 
Mr. DeLellis read a list of exhibits and 
exhibitors, Miss Mannering showed pictures 
of her displays, Mr. Tuttle showed news¬ 
paper cuttings about National Coin Week 
and Mr. George Fuld described the Eliasberg 
Collection at Baltimore. 

The topic for the evening's talk was 
(Pre-Revolutionary Coinage and Money of 
Massachusetts" with Jim Clapp reading 
excerpts from the diary of Madam Knight. 

In the beginning, many things were 
used for currency: Cattle, grain, fur, rum, 
nails, musket balls, wampum, beef, and 
rarely coins. Prices of items on sale 
depended on the type of nay; an item worth 
sixpence would cost twelve pence in grain, 
fish, fur, etc.; six pence in coin or wam¬ 
pum; and eight pence if paid for in pro¬ 
visions valued one third lower than the 
prices fixed by the General Court. (Price 
control even in those days 11'.) 

The first forms of native hard money 
was wampum whose value was dependent on 
its color, shape and quality. White wampum 
was worth one penny for six beads while 
black wampum were three for a penny. 

Musket balls of full size were worth a 
farthing each in Quantities up to the value 
of twelve pence (one shilling) according to 
a decree of the General Court in 1635. 

Mails passed as an unofficial medium of 
exchange among the settlers, even now being 
rated as six penny .or forty penny nails. 

In 163U a man earned 36 cents a day 
for which he would receive 18 English 
pennies, or one third of a bushel of corn, 
or 70 musket balls, or 100 beads of white 
wampum, or 50 beads of black wampum, or 
3 bits of Spanish silver. 

Other than the coins brought with them, 
the only sources of money were the Spanish 


American mints with their cobs, pieces of 
eight, and other denominations. The one 
real piece was known as the bitt and had 
a value of twelve and a half cents (our 
quarter is still known as two-bits). 

It was from this silver that John 
Hill ana Richard Sanderson struck their 
New England, Willow Tree, Oak Tree and 
Pine Tree coins. These were minted by 
authority of the General Court from 1652 
until 1682, violating the royal English 
prerogative of coinage. These coins were 
known for their quality and honest weight. 
In 1690 Massachusetts began to issue papei 
money to ease the currency shortage. 

In 1722 the first of the English 
coins issued for the colonies began to 
appear. These wore the Rosa American 
series - set of beautiful copper coins in 
values of two pence, one pence, and half 
pence. In addition, an issue of half penc 
struck in 1723 by William Wood for use in 
Ireland was diverted to the colonies. In 
17h9 England paid off the expenses of the 
Louisberg expedition with a large shipment 
of coins which included nearly all of the 
19lj7 English farthings. This hard money 
allowed the redemption of all the out¬ 
standing paper money and put the colony 
on a "hard money" basis. 

Paper money was also issued in 17U0, 
17hii, and in 1775 began the well known 
continental currency series. This last 
was so valueless as to give us our saying 
"not worth a continental". 

In the revolutionary period, all the 
hard money was Spanish Milled dollars and 
fractions thereof. To provide for small 
change, Massachusetts in 1787 and 1788 
issued copper coins of one cent and half 
cent denominations. These were the first 
state coins to bear a denomination and 
helped pave the way for the present United 
States coinage.

RECALLS HIGH SCHOOL AWARD 

by Nicholas Zook 

You see a round, sterling silver medal 
in an antique shop. It is inscribed with 
a name and a date that is almost a century 
back. You buy it. And, because you possess 
a natural curiosity, you begin to wonder 
about the medal's history. 

Research is a ticklish thing. If you 
are lucky, you dig up romantic gold in 
dusty tomes in a short time. If you're un¬ 
lucky, you find nothing for long periods of 
time. 

Miss Eloise A. Cloues of 88 Elm Street, 
Worcester, was somewhere in between. The 
history of the medal she bought in a 
Worcester antique shop eluded her for a 
year and a half. 

It was stamped, "Worcester High School 
Bullock Medal." It was six months before 
she leared the Bullock mentioned was 
Alexander H. Bullock, one-time mayor of 
Worcester and governor of Massachusetts. 

It was another year before she dug 
into old school reports at the Worcester 
Fublic Library to round out the medal's 
history. Biographies of Mr. Bullock failed 
to mention the medal. 

She says, "I was happy to spend the 
time in research. It's part of the fun o f 
collecting. From the first, the medal in¬ 
terested me a' great deal because it ob- 
viosly originated in Worcester." 

Miss Cloues collects coins as a hobby, 
took it up in 19U7 when her interest in a 
button collection faded. 

Check Worcester high schools now and 
you'll learn medals are today an uncommon 
scholastic award. The Daughters of the 
American Revolution do give one for excel¬ 
lence in United States history. 

But for the most part, scholastic 
awards are in the form of cash, books, pins 
placards or scholarships. 

So, Kiss Cloues' purchase of the medal 
led to an unusual bit of Worcester history. 

Mayor Bullock penned a letter to the 
City Council on October 31, 1859 to en¬ 
courage higher achievement in scholastics 
and deportment in high schools. 

He donated a year's salary as mayor. 


the sum of $1000, to the city for esta¬ 
blishment of awards. The City Council 
accepted the fund and resolved that 20 
medals would be distributed annually 
from the fund income as prizes among 
students. 

Distribution of the medals was: for 
excellence in deportment, hj classical 
studies, English studies, mathe¬ 
matics, h; composition, lj declamation, 

Ij reading, 1, and French, 1. 

The first awards were presented 
after examinations in May, i860. But 
school officials soon found it was diffi¬ 
cult to make awards fairly. Many pupils 
took some subjects, while few took others. 
They reasoned there was some measure of 
injustice in this. 

The awards were continued for seven 
more years. In February, 1868, with the 
consent of Mr. Bullock, the income of the 
fund was diverted to purchase of books 
for high school libraries. It exists 
today. 

'The medal in Kiss Cloues' possession 
was awarded to Mary H. Warren in 1863. 

"But," asks Miss Cloues, "there 
werel60 persons who received awards. As 
far as I know, mine is the only medal of 
this type in existence. The question is, 
what happened to the other 159?"

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THE TRADING OF GOLD 


Did you know that the world wide 
smuggling of gold (gold bars and gold 
coins) totaled about $1,200,000,000 in 
1952 - nearly $3,500,000 a day^. Thus, 
according to Franz Pick, the world has a 
billion dollar black market in gold* 


Governments have to accept the 
black market whether they like it or not, 
because they are unable to dominate them* 
South Africa, Northern Rhodesia,Australia, 
and Canada have outlawed gold ownership, 
by their own citizens, yet they sell most 
of their gold production to dealers, who 
they know sell it in the black market only.
